-■fJearlv «11 tlio most inilueutial Lon- 
i(on journals favor llie passage of tho 
bill lately rejected in the Houh^) of 
Lords. The 2Vn!M of'Mtfy "7th says: 
The debate in the House of Lords upon 
the bill for legalizing marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister cannot but mark 
an important ntage in the discussion of 
this question. The bill, was rejected 
by a majority of only 20 in a House of 
182; and as fifteen bishops voted in the 
majority against one in tho niinority, 
it is evident that lay opinion was very 
closely balanced indeed. Tt must needs, 
moreover, o.xert a considerable influ- 
encojupon popular feeling -on the sub- 
ject that" the Frince of wales took the 
unusual course of declaring liimself in 
favor of the bill. Ho is a Norfolk 
landowner, and ho presented a petition, 
signed by no fewer than 3,258 farmers 
of that county, praying that such mar- 
riagos might bq declared lawful. He 
stated that he presented the petition 
both on local and on general gi'ounds. 
It is his firm conviction that the adop- 
tion of the bill would bu of advantage 
to the community at large, and lie 
therefore gave his hearty support to it. 
Lord Beaconsfield pi-esented a petition 
to the same effect from 1,152 farmers 
of Buckinghamshire ; but ho did not ac- 
company it with any expression of his 
own opinion. The debate was short, 
and touched but lightly on the argu- 
ments at issue. Lord Houghton con- 
tented himself with a brief enumeration 
of somo of the more obvious and fa- 
miliar picas on behalf of the measure, 
and the Bishop of London was equally 
unambitious in the speech ho made in 
opposition to it. Lord Cranbook's re- 
marks at tho close of tho discussion 
were mai-ked by more animation ; but 
the,HouRe was evidently in no mood 
foi" argument, and tho division must bo 
regarded as a' spontaneous expression 
of tho existing balance of opinion. 
From that point of view it must needs 
have great weight. The persons who 
have niarriod their deceased wives' 
sisters and those who arc desirous to 
do Boi Svill be able to say that in tlio 
House of Lords there is a very close 
balance of opinion on tho subject, and 
that the question must be regarded as 
at least an open one. Tho consequence 
must be to give encouragement to such 
marriages, and thus to increase the 
pressure which is brought to bear upon 
Parliament in favor of an alteration of 
the law.

P.\.VAM.\, Juno 20.— Tho Star and 
Herald says that Saturday the 7th 
inst., Oen. Ra[i!moI Aizpurn left this 
city o.stcnsibly for Bogota. lie was 
accompanied by a number of friends 
and jiartixiuoi wlio, at Aspinwall, wore 
to bid adieu to their chief, who im- 
nounccd himself, ostentatiously, as tir- 
ed and disgusted with Isthmus politics. 
At half past 9 tho Kumc evening, in 
A.spinwall, a proviRional government 
was declared with Aizpurn as provi- 
■sional president. 

Tho revolutionary ^larty shortly a£ 
tcrwards took p ossossion of tho cuartel 
where two persons were wourded. In 
Panama measures woro at once taken 
to prevent di.sorder. On thn evening 
of tho 9th inst. Aizpurn marched his 
force of about 100 men and bovH out of 
A.spinwall to Monkey Hill station, 
where llicy encamped, and the ne.xt 
morning proceeded to Oatun Rtation, 
where they seized a hand car and flat 
car with which to i-einovo their stores, 
eto. Tho Star and Herald .say.s that the 
revolution could not succeed for lack of 
tho sinews of war. President Casorta 
has been kidnapped by adherents of 
Aizpurn. The sentinel at the Cuartel 
was shot dead.

Elliott race will'bo one of tho heaviest 
;gamJ>Hng races that ever took place on 
the'lyhe. During the last two months 
heavy sums have be.-'u invested on 
Haulan. There is evidently big bank 
mono}- behind him. Tho rovor.se is the 
c.'iso with Elliott. 

NEWCAsTr.K-o.\-Tv.\i:, Juno IG. — A 
start was made from a {loiut off the 
Jfansiou House. The weather was 
fine and tho water beautifully smooth. 
There was an iininenso concourse of 
spectators, and twenty steaniers, laden 
with pas.sengor,-^, followed witli tlie 
race. Five to two on llanlan had been 
laid during tho morning, but he came 
into much iiettor favor just prior to the 
start. 

Elliott won till' toss and took the 
northern shore. After sonio dcliiy, at 
12:15 the men got oil' to a capital start, 
llanlan dashed in a stroke at tho rate 
of 12 to tho minute, and at oneo drew 
to tho front. Elliott struck at the rate 
of 12 to the minute and everted all his 
enormous strength, but spla.slied now 
and then, and liis boat did not travel 
well. Hanlan got a lead of four lengths 
at Rod lleugh Bridge. Tiino for the 
mile, G minutes 11^ seconds, the Cana- 
dian leading by five lengths. Hanlan 
now slowed down and contented liiin- 
neif with keeping the advantage, and 
eventually won very easily by eight 
lengths in tho good time of 21 minutes 
1 second. There was an enormous 
crowd at Scottswood, who cheered 
llanlan to tho echo. 

S|)orting rojiortors .s.ay that such a 
pcrl'ornuuice as that of Hanlan to-dav 
has never before boon seen in Tiritish 
waters. 

After the race Hanlan, accompanied by 
Uol. Shaw and several Canadian support- 
ers, returned to Newcastle, where ho was 
cordially welcomed by a largo concourse 
of people. In response to repeated calls, 
Hanlan appeared at tho window of tho 
Newcastle i'hrunidi' ofTico, and thanked 
the people very warmly for their kind- 
ness. Ho highly complimented I'^lliott 
for his invariable courtesy. Col, Shaw 
also addressed the crowd. Both woro 
loudly cheered. In tho evening, at a con- 
cert at the Newcastle Town Hall, a splen- 
did diamond ring was presented to JLTan- 
lon on account of a niind)cr of ladies and 
gentlemen of Newcastle. Ilanlon, who 
was received with cheers, said ho had that 
d.ay encountered ono of the best scullers 
ho had over met. Elliott said ho w.as sa- 
tisfied no man in England could beat 
Hanlan. Ho (Elliott) would row any man 
in tho world, barrinir Hanlan, for £200 
aside. 

A match has been arranged between 
Elliott and Robert Boyd, on tho Tyne, 
for £200 aside, to t.ako place four months 
honce. 



Sadioations of tho Approaoh of &roat 
Bleotoral Struggles in Groat 
Britain. 



LoN'Do.v, Juno 19. — The Times, apro- 
pos of the speech by Sir Stafford Nortli- 
coto at the anniverEary banquet of the 
Towor Hamlet Constitutional Club, 
which discusses questions now engaging 
the Government's attention from tho 
point of view of probable early 
dissolution of Parliament, says: — It is 
obvious that on all sides there aro in- 
dications of tho approach of groat elec- 
toral struggles. The groat cjucstionsof 
foreign policy which havo occupied the 
mind of the country the last few years 
aro rapidly approaching a solution for 
when tho time comes for tho English 
pcojdn to say liow Jlinistcrs have dis- 
charged their trust, thoy will not fail 
to boar in mind the difllculties the 
Government has had to eiiconntor, as 
well as the method of dealing with 
them. 

In the course of the foregoing arlicle 
the makes tho following refer- 

ences to a dispatch from Alexandria 
stating that tho French Consul-General 
would proceed in full uniform to tlio 
palace to announce that the French 
Government had decided to insist upon 
knowing tho position of the Khedive ; 
"It is not to be supposed tho French 
Government would have taken a step 
of such iniportanco without the con.sent 
or acquicsconoo of our own Govern- 
ment, and if it has been taken at all, 
we havo entered upon a new and very 
critical stage of tho Egyptian question.

Eeliffious Intolligfonoo. 

The Rov. John Wan-en, who spent 
the greater part of his ministry among 
tho Maorics, said rccentlyat Auckland; 
'Missionary enterprise among the 
natives abolislied slavery at a vory 
early period. A large per contage of 
tho Maori people were slaves when tho 
missionaries came to New Zealand. 
The slaves were among the first to ac- 
cept the truths of Christianity, and 
their influence upon the chiefs had an 
efleet so great that tho latter gave them 
their freedom in ackowlodgeraent of the 
blessings which was couimnnicatcd 
through these slaves. 

The news from tho Nyanza Mis.sion 
of the Church Missionary Society is of 
an unfavorable tenor. In consequence, 
it is supposed, of Egyptian influences, 
King Mtoaa's friendship for Mr. 
Wilson cooled, and ho was induced to 
order the missionary's residence to be 
removed farther from the palaco. 
About the same time the King received 
intclligonce of the murder of O'Noil 
and Smith, at Ukerewe, and Mr. Wil- 
son was constrained to iu;k leave to 
quit Uganada, which ho did, crossing to 
bpeke's Bay and making his way to 
Unanyembe. 

In Dr. De Pay's 'Metliodist Statis- 
tics,' published in tho Quartcvl;/ l^eveiw, 
and also in pamphlet form, the inoin- 
ber.ship of the Church in the U. S. for 
1877 numbered 1,071,008, tho local 
preachers 22,037, the itinerant preach- 
ers G,-138, ai.a tho Bishops 12. If of 
this largo number 1,000,000 gave one 
dollar per year for missions, 300,000 
averaged three dollars a. nciember, and 
300,000 five dollars per member,,, the 
handsome snm of $3j40i0 000 would be 
ruaedt If the remaining ,71^608 gave 



fifty cents each, and all the preachers 
averaged two dollai*s, §72,751 would be 
added to the above sum. 

Rev. Mr. Hemidiill, of San Francis- 
co, dedicated tho Pre.sbvtorian Chui'ch 
at Seattle, W.T., on the LOth inst. The 
edifioo was tilled. The rev. gentleman's 
text was from Romans 8:28— -"Wo 
know that^all^things work together for 
good to them that lovo God." After 
tho sermon 81,G35.50 was subscribed 
towards paying ofl' the Clmi-ch debt 
by the congregation. 

The Australians have sent invita- 
tions to Bishoji Gregg, of the Reform- 
ed E])iscopal Church, to visit them nnd 
institute a propaganda, representing 
that at the antipodes there are "thou- 
sands of members of the English church 
who would be glad to join a Church of 
England purged of many things to 
which they object," and that reinforce- 
ments of Presbyterians and Congrega- 
tional ists might be expected. 

An English parish church being in a 
tumble down condition the vicar. Rev, 
Mr. Sanger, sot himself to building a 
new house. He worked os a book- 
binder for two yoars to get money, 
wrote 2,000 begging letters, designed 
tho building, acted as clerk of works 
and contractor, carved all the wood and 
stone, and worked with tho men em- 
ployed. He has the house to his lik- 
ing, and a debt of $1,000 yet to pay 
ofl: 

All tho Eugli^. missionary societies 
report a decrease of •receipts tho past 
year. Tho falling ofl' is attributed to 

the depression of business. Tho Church 
Missionary Society (Low Oluireli, An- 
glican) loses upwards of S90,000, its 
income being upwards of .S900,000 
instead of upwards of .?1 ,000,000. The 
society asks for a special contribution 
of 850,000 for its Nyanza mission in 
Africa. 

Arkansas seems to bo a ]n-otty hard 
field for Methodist ininisler.s. A nhort 
time ago tho Rov. William Todd re- 
ceived wounds at Brinkley, without 
reason, was hunted by armed men, ai d 
escaping to Little Rock, died of his 
wounds and exposure in the swamps. 
The white people hindered him in his 
work, and had said that Northern men 
wero not wanted in Brinkley to preach 
to tho coloured people. Other minis- 
ters are complaining of receiving warn- 
ings to leave and of persecution. 

Mr. Langhorno Burton, of Bag-End- 
erby, Lincoln.shire, has interdicted tho 
holding of Methodist services in that 
village, where they havo been held for 
some thirty yoars, and declares that if 
they are resumed he will remove all 
the members of that Church, "who aro 
of little value as tenants," "wishing to 
have as tenants none but thorough 
Church people." The Methodists of 
tho circuit have denounced his act as 
unjust and involving a flagrant viola- 
tion of the rights of conscience and re- 
ligious freedom. 

With reference tho rumour that 
Dr. Dollinger had given in his nub- 
mission to tho Papal Church, tho fol- 
lowing private letter from tho leader 
of the Old Catholics may bo of interest: 
MoNicu, Juno 25, 1878. 

Honoured Sir. — The Bt.atomonts in tho 
journal sent to mo ars malicious lies, 
both as to Professor Frodrich and my- 
self. This ia now tho fourteenth time 
that tho ultramontane papers havo an- 
nounced my submission, and it will often 
happen again. I will not dishonour my 
old ago with a lie before God and man. 
Of this you may bo sure.

Tho he.art of the lato Mgr. Dupan- 
loup. Bishop of Orleans, was quiotly 
taken a short time ago to the little 
villiage of San Felice, in Savoy, where 
he was born, and deposited in tho 
church according to the direction given 
in his will. The Archishop of Cham- 
bery and three prelates from neighbour- 
ing dioceses wero present. The heart 
was contained in an urn, which was de- 
posited in a nicho specially prepared 
to recoivo it. A slab of black marblo 
with an appropriate inscription was 
placed near the spot. At Orleans a 
statue of the famous bishop is soon to 
be set up in the cathedral.
